All spring planting should be completed by May 15. 

For fall planting the best results are obtained with Herbaceous Perennials, Scone September 15 to November I. 
They should be protected with a mulching of pine needles or some other like material. 


If it is desired to plant Evergreens in the fall\they should be planted the last week i in Argest or ‘the first week — 


in September. Here the percentage of loss on Evergreens planted if in Ate fall has always been much larger than on 
the same stock planted in the spring. ete s 
~All deciduous shrubs and trees, including all the fruits Honea. can ae iad in the fall as cat as in the 
spring. These are generally ripened enough to ship from October 20 to November 1; ‘but. occasionally these dates 


must be advanced. From the time they are ripe until the aes is frozen it is. perfectly safe to plant; ue later a5 


the better. 

Azaleas, Hybrid Roses and Rhodadendeons should be planted i in ‘the spring “only:
